During the war, Jane Cowl served 
as Chairman of the great Stage Door 
Canteen. For four and a half years, 
Miss Cowl devoted all her time, 
energy and sympathetic understand- 
ing to the immense job of directing 
3500 workers from the _ kitchens 
right up to the dancing and senior 
hostesses. Her untiring efforts made 
the Canteen the most popular and 
best-loved of all the recreational 
facilities offered our fighting men.

Asked 
for her plans for the next season, 
Irene confides that she may just stay 
in Dennis and enjoy her home. 


Over in the wings of stage left, 
usually intent on their game of 
double soltare, are BUDDY ROG- 
ERS and BILL BANNON. BUDDY 
wasn’t confined to the behind-the- 
scenes activities this season, how- 
ever. He made his theatrical debut 
in ‘‘Joan of Lorraine,’’ when he 
played the electrician.
